For the year 1937 - 42 (40) Societies in the State were clas- 
sified as coming within the definition of a Co-operative Society. 
Several large Societies going under the term "Co-operative" are not 
within the statistical definition. There were two new Societies oper- 
ating during the year. The returns included in the following tabulation 
are for the Societies' financial years ended between lst July 1937 and 
31st March 1938. 


Certain Societies operate on the non-profit basis, their 
object being to pay maximum prices to their members. This is reflected 
in the high ratio which purchases bear to sales, and also the low per- 
centage of profit on turnover. Had purchases been valued according to 
ruling prices available to non-members, the net profit shown would 
have been considerably enhancec,
